Sir: 

The Office Action mailed June 14, 2005, which constitutes a final rejection, includes a 
rejection of claim 17 based on the phrase "a thin film formed in multilayer". This phrase was 
present in original claim 2, and was also present in new claim 17 in the Supplemental 
Preliminary Amendment filed June 18, 2004 (which canceled claims 1-16). The Office Action of 
December 2, 2004 did not include a rejection based on this phrase in claim 17. Therefore, the 
current rejection of claim 17 on the basis of this phrase constitutes a new ground of rejection, 
which was not necessitated by Applicant's previous Amendment. Accordingly, the Office Action 
should not have constituted a final rejection. Applicant respectfully requests that the finality of 
the rejection be withdrawn. 
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
